A  faculty  com¬ 
mittee  reviews  the  applications  and  judges 
the  applicants  on  those  requirements  plus 
additional  criteria.  The  criteria  involved  for 
NHS  membership  are  Scholarship,  Lead¬ 
ership,  Service,  and  Character.  A  student 
who  becomes  a  member  must  also  maintain 
and  have  the  responsibility  to  continue  to 
demonstrate  these  duties.  If  a  member  re¬ 
signs  or  is  dismissed  from  NHS  because  of 
various  reasons,  they  are  never  eligible  for 
membership  or  its  benefits  again.
